FATHER OF COLORED MINSTRELSY DEAD 


“Pep” Callender, Also the Originator 
oft Negro “Uncle Tom's Cabin 
Company, Dies Suddenly. 


“Pop” Callender, the father of negro 
minetrelsy, died suddenly of heart failure 
at Gleason's Hotel, No. 12 Quincy street, at 
7:30 last evening. Two minutes before his 
death he was engaged in conversation with 
Ald. Gleason. The body was taken to Rol- 
ston’s undertaking establishment. Today 
it will probably be shipped to the family 
home at Cromwell, Conn., where the widow 
and daughter of the veteran minstrel reside. 

„Pop Charley Callender was known by 
every showman in America. He had been 
engaged in thé theatrical business for thirty- 
five years, and his company was the first 
traveling troupe of colored performers to 
invade Europe 

Callender . his first theatrical en- 
terprise during the war. Following Lin- 
coln’s emancipation proclamation he secured 
the services of sixty colored people and 
made the tour of the New England and Mid- 
die States. 

The condition of the North at the time 
made the negro specialty artists a great 
card, and several seasons followed, during 
which all of the principal cities in the coun- 
try wene visited. In 1868 Callender’s Min- 
strels went to Europe and made a tour last- 
ing three seasons. They returned to this 
country in 1871.

The silence of Washington is dishearten- 
ing. He never dreamed that the answer,

The strong arm of the American Nation 1s 
needed. Until it is extended the situation 
will remain critical. The American colony 
ts bordering on a panic. Now there is no 
hope of protection from the government at 
Washington unless Congress commands 
the President to send a fleet immediately. 
No American life is safe.

Havana, Feb, 24.—-The correspondent of 
La Lucha at Puerto Principe telegraphs his 
paper that it is reported that the President 
of the Cuban Republic, Salvador Cisneros, 
Marquis of Santa Lucia, died recently. 

Last Interview with Cisneros. 
{BY SYLVESTER SCOV EL.! 

Headquarters of Gen. Gomez, El Dagamal, 
Santa Clara Province, Cuba, Jan. 27.—

Company, New York World.}]—Salvador Cis- 
néros y Betancourt, the President of the 
Republic of 8 68 years old but looks 
younger. Puerto Principe City is his birth- 
place. He is mured to the toil and hardships 
of the campaign life he leads now, having 
lived out of doors the most of his time, and 
he is an expert horseman. : 

His father was a Cuban. His granduncle 
was the Marquis of Santa Lucia. Long be- 
fore that time the families of Cisneros and 
Betancourt were entitled to be considered 
among those of the oldest nobility of Spain. 


Gave Up His Title. 

The President of the Cuban Republic gave 
up the title when he took a leading part in 
the revolution of 1868. He is a man of dem- 
ocratic ideas ahd a thorough patriot. 
Though it may not be said that he has an 
extraordinary intellect, he bas remarkable 
common sense. 

When the present government of the re- 
pubilec was elected, Sept. 28, 1805, and the

constitution was proclaimed at the assern- 


bly of representatives at Jimagnayic, the 
romination of Salvador Cisneros for the 
Presidency was strongly supported by Gen, 
Gomez. 


Head of a Democratic Government. 

J cannot understand,“ said President 
Cisneros to me, how Mr. Cleveland could 
say in his message to Congress that there 
is no government in Cuba.” 

The fact is Cisneros is the real head of a 
real democratic government, and that Gen. 
Gomez is no more than the Commander-in- 
Chief of the army. 

We give to the General,“ the President 
said to me, the whole direction of the cam- 
paign, but we have the control of everything 
else. We send. letters from here to every 
part of the world. We have established all 
over the island schools for boys and girls, 
where they learn the principles of freedom 
and receive a literary education.” 


Cuba’s Postal Service. 


The President tells me that the postal 
service of the Republic has delivered 5,000 
letters and 250 packages, carrying mails 
from one end of the island to the other, 
letters, etc., being regularly stamped at the 
different offices. There are regular carriers 
in the service of the Postoffice Department 
and express couriers on horseback. There 
are many prefectures in each of the four 
States of the Cuban Republic—Oriente, 
Camaguey, Las Villas, and Occidente—ar- 
ranged to facilitate the various government 
services. There are regular publications, 
including three newspapers, in the prefect- 
ures, and books are published for the schools. 
All the proclamations issued by the govern- 
ment are printed. 


Harmony Prevails. 

Each one of us,“ said President Cisneros, 
“* labors to make Cuba free, and on important 
matters we all agree.“ 

Harmony,“ the President added, is the 
first requisite of a good gov ernment neces- 
sary for the prosperity of a country.’ 

The Cuban Government does not expect 
much help from the United States. 

Nevertheless,“ President Cisneros said, 
“we count upon the noble sympathy and 
friendship of the American people.“

DEMANDS RELEASE OF SANGUILLY. 


Senate Committee Reports Favorably 
on the Resolution-—Allen Wants 
Demands Enforced by Warships. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations today 
unanimously agreed to report a resolution 
demanding from Spain the release of Gen. 
Julio Sanguilly. Mr. Morgan presented the 
report in the Senate, and said he would call 
the resolution up tomorrow for passage. 

The resolution is: 

“That the Government of the United 
States demands the immediate and uncon- 
ditional release of Julio Sanguilly, a citizen 
of the United States, from imprisonment un- 
der the charges that are pending, and that 
are being prosecuted against him in the mil- 
itary and civil courts of Cuba upon alleged 
grounds of rebellion and kidnaping, con- 
trary to the treaty rights of each of said 
governments and in violation of the laws of 
nations. And the President of the linited 
States is requested to communicate this-res- 
olution to the Government of Spain and to 
demand of that government such compensa- 
tion as he shall deem just for the imprison- 
ment and sufferings of Julio Sanguilly.“ 

Mr. Alien, in thé Senate, offered the follow- 
ing resolution: 

** Resolves, That it is the sense of the Sen- 
ate that the President should speedily and 
effectually protect the lives and liberties of 
peaceful American citizens residing or so- 
journing in. Cuba, and that he should 
promptly insist that Spain in her war 
against her colonies in that island should 
conduct the same on principles of civilized 
warfare, eliminating all unusual and un- 
necessary cruelty and barbarity, and forthe 
enforcement of these reasonable and just 
requirements United States battleships 
should be sent without delay to Cuban 
waters.“ 

The resolution went over until tomorrow.

Though it is not easy tosee where the 
hitch occurs it is plain enough that it ex- 
ists. Public opinion is impatient and in- 
credulous and events are moving while 
diplomacy stands still.“ 

The Pall Mall speaks of the “ ‘intolerable 
dilatoriness” of the powers and says: Added 
details about Sunday's bombardment make 
exceedingly nasty reading. When the ships 
ceased firing the Turks continued to shoot 
at the Christians while the latter dared not 
reply. Since then Turkish cannon are still 
busily engaged, while the disheartened in- 
surgents have remained silent in fear of the 
shells of the powers. We want sharp meas- 
ures if necessary, thesoccupation of the 
whole island and certainly notice to quit 
to both Greeks and Turks, but not until 
Europe shows from whom and for what she is 
acting by a plain pronouncement as to the 
future of the island. 

Mixed Occupation Is Demanded. 

A mixed occupation of every accessible 
place is demanded, and along with this plain 
orders, both to Turks and Greeks, to clear 
out of the neighborhood of Crete. Europy 
has had enough of this anarchy, this delib- 
erate imperiling of the peace of the world. 
Only two explanations solve the mystery 
of the incomprehensible delay. It would he 
explicable if some power or powers were not 
sincere in their peaceful protestations, a 


theory we dismiss as unthinkable and im-. 


possible. 

“Tt ig also explicable ff some power is 
standing on its dignity splitting hairs in 
order to make some insignificant diplomatic 
point. If so the sooner it is over the better.“ 

After a careful reading of both editorials 
it is impossible to resist the conclusion that 
both editors believe Germany isdel«ying the 
acticn of the powers splitting hairs to make 
an insignificant point. 

Says the Pall Mall: 

While the Times says Hanotaux appears 
to have a general agreement with Salisbury, 
Germany stipulates for the maintenance of 
the Sultan's supremacy.”’ 

Liberal Press Grows Bitter. 

The Liberals are bitter against the govern- 
ment because of its attitude toward Crete. 
Jerome K. Jerome’s paper today declares 
that Prime Minister Salisbury is not an En- 
glishman, and that he is dictated to by that 
“pompous blackguard, Emperor William of 
Germany.” It said: 

“Tf the concert of Europe must be broke 
up to have done with this devil's work, in the 
name of God let it go down and be drowned 
in its own blood. Better war from the Rhine 
to the Ural than that this infamy should 
continue. There has been a concert of noth- 
ing but the shrieks of the dying and the 
tortured.” 1 

King George Makes SEP I 

The Chronicle’s Athens correspondent 
wires: 

Today the King did me the honor to re- 
ceive me the second time. His Majesty was 
deeply moved by the course of recent events 
and informed me of several reports which 
had been received from officers just returned 
from Crete.

BALKAN STATES WANT PART OF TURKEY 


Will Demand More Territory if 
Greece Is Allowed by the Pow- 
ers to Annex Crete.

R. Hearst. Information I have received 
from a diplomatist at one of the Balkan cap- 
itals fully confirms the apprehensions of the 
powers that the King of Servia is about to 
proceed to Sofia within the next day or two 
avowedly with the object of returning 
Prince Ferdinand's visit, but in reality with 
the intention of discussing the present situ- 
ation. 

My informant assures me positively Servia 
and Bulgaria would remain quiet provided 
Greece is not permitted to retain Crete, but 
if the Greeks are allowed to annex the isl- 
and both States are determined to take such 
steps as will enable them also to obtain 
some further addition to their territories at 
fhe expense of the Ottoman Empire. 

I chronicle on very high authority the 
following: Col. Vassos has been requested 
to quit Crete. The Admirals have cut off all 
his communications with the sea and have 
not allowed him to embark Turkish pris- 
oners and have made revictualing the army 
conditions on the cessation of any forward 
movement, They have also threatened to 
bombard him if he attacks the Turkish army 
or any positions occupied by the Turks. In 
reply Col. Vassos bravely replied he was 
compelled to carry out his orders. 


GOVERNOR'S PALACE I$ DESTROYED, 


Suspected That incendiaries Have 
Been at Work Owing to the Nu- 
merous Fires Discovered,

Governor’s palace, with all the archives, 
was destroyed by fire today, and as fires 
broke out elsewhere in the town at the same 
time it is suspected ‘that Mmcendiaries have 
been at work. Armed and excited Mussul- 
mans are parading the streets, full of indig- 
nation at the news from Selinos, where Mus- 
sulmans are besieged. 

The Admirals are about to issue a procla- 
mation in all the towns and villages explain- 
ing the reason for the presence of the foreign 
fleets in Cretan waters and exhorting tran- 
quillity. 

This view is spreading with the population 
which fs so divided in inveterate hatred 
that schemes for reforms are futile. The 
best plan, it is argued, is to permit the Greek 
troops to occupy the country and escort the 
besieged Mussulmans abroad, for the Mus- 
sulmans cannot remain in Crete. 

The suggestion of the Consuls that a for- 
elgn force be landed at Selinos in order to 
cover the retreat of the beleagured Mussul- 
mans has not been adopted, owing to the 
avatiable number of marines being insuf- 
ficient. In view of the large force of the in- 
surgents the Admirals have decided to con- 
fine their action to the dispatch of warships 
to Selinos. 


POWERS COME TO AN AGREEMENT,

PRESIDENT OF FRANCE COMMENTS 
ON ARBITRATION. *

Paris, Feb. .24.—(Copyrighted, 1897, by W, 
R. Hearst.}~—The President of France re- 
celved me at the Elysée Palace and talked 
for half an hour on the subject of the pend- 
ing treaty*of arbitration between the United 
States and Great Britain. 

His guarded declarations indicate how, 
vast and worldwide are the interests hang 
ing upon the action of the American Sen- 
ate, and how pregnant with good or evil in- 
fluence the final decision of America may be. 

These words, spoken by the head of the 
great nation which has proved to be the 
stanchest and sincerest friend we have in 
Europe, come from'a man who knows not 
only the sentiments of his own people but 
can speak with authority for most of Eu- 
rope. He is not a political doctrinaire, but 
a hard-headed, self-made leader, whose 
moderation, intelligence, and high charac- 
ter have lifted him to his great office. Heis 
a plain man of the people, and like several 
of the American Presidents has earned his 
living by manual labors. 

I was accompanied to the palace and pre- 
sented to the President by Henry Vignaud, 
who, in the absence of Ambassador Eustis, 
is Charge d' Affalres of the United States in 


France. f 
Shows Great Interest. 


When the question of the treaty between 
the United States and Great Britain came 
up in the conversation. the President showed 
the keenest interest. At a time like this, I 
said, ‘‘ when the whole of Europe seems to 
be threatened by the danger of an armed 
conflict, the people of the United States are 
anxious to know what France thinks about 
the American policy of arbitration as a 
partial substitute for war.“ 

At this the President half 3 his keen 
blue eyes and drummed with his fingers on 
the big square desk before him. There was 
a moment of silence. No man in Europe is 
more careful of words than M. Faure, and 
the fact that the Anglo-American treaty is 
not pleasing to Russia, the formal ally of 
France, makes this particular question a 
difficult subject for frank utterances. 

This treaty is a very important step,“ he 
said. ‘‘ France, all Europe, is watching the 
progress of the movemént and awaiting the 
result with deep interest. It is a very im- 
portant step. 

We must first wait to see what the fate 
of the treaty will be in the United States; 
and if it-is confirmed we must wait to see 
how ft will operate. All Europe is waiting 
for that. The principle of arbitration seems 
to be strongly supported in America, and 
there is every reason why it should appeal 


to Europe. 
France Is a Friend. 


„We in France watch the course of Amer- 
ica as friends. It is only natural that the 
two great republics should work together in 
all projects that affect the welfare of hu- 
manity. It is Impossible just now to say 
how the enactment of this treaty will be re- 
ceived generally. It is a grave step. I de- 
sire you to say to the American people from 
me personally that I study their affairs and 
read their newspapers constantly. I have 
many friends in the United States, and there 
is nothing which ate ots the interests and 
happiness ot Americans w does not ap- 
peal to me. Nothing pleases me more than 
to hear of their success.” 

And so I left the palace with the feeling 
that France will prove to be, in the future, 
a stronghold for the United States in the 
event of danger. It was not only what the 
President said, but the sincere manner in 
which he seid it that indicated the strong 
attachment which France has for her sister 
republic. 

I am now in a position to say upon abso- 
lute authority that it is not a fact that 
France has proposed a treaty of arbitration 
with the United States. There have been 
no conferences or negotiations of any kind 
on the subject. President Faure's state- 
ment today describes the situation exactly 
as it is. If the United States rejects the 
treaty with England it is likely that the 
whole scheme of arbitration will be damned 
for a generation. 

America Must Lead. 

The American Continent is an unrivaled 
theater where the political salvation of man 
may be worked out unembarrassed by vest- 
ed aristocracies and feudal tendeneles. If 
the great American Republic cannot afford 
to adopt arbitration as a policy of dealing 
with the nation most nearly related to it by 
blood, speech, literature, laws, and a com- 
mon history, what nation in this dread con- 
tinental camp of armed ambition is likely 


to take the initiative? The whole course of 


history may hinge upon the action of the 
American Senate within the next few days. 

Several weeks ago I had a long talk with 
Cardinal Rampolla, the Secretary of State 
of the Vatican, and he told me in the trank- 
est and most definite manner that the Holy 
See was anxious to witness the progress of 
the program of international arbitration, 
but that the Pope did not desire to make any 
declaration on the subject of the pending 
treaty because it wae a matter between two 
non-Catholic nations, neither of which had 
asked for his assistance or advice. I know 
that in every European capital the progress 
of the Anglo-American. treaty is regarded 
with the keenest anxiety, and I have strong 
reason for saying that I believe the enact- 
ment of the treaty would be immediately 
followed by proposals for similar treaties 
from France and Russia, the | two moral 
allies of the United States.

I brought 
it up, almost brushing my own chest, and 
landed where I told you. 

“With Maher the circumstances leading 
up to the knockout blow were different. He 
was holding me by the back of the neck 
with his left hand and was punching me 
while we hung together. He hit me twice 
under the heart. I had my right in posi- 
tion for an upshoot at his chin, but I saw 
that his left arm was in the way and there 
was no use in trying. Presently he got 
ready to smash me on the jaw with his 
right. Without thinking, he dropped his 
left arm. His idea, I guess, was to step 
back so as to give more force to his blow, 
but once he took his left arm out of the 
line of fire I nailed him before he could move 
his feet.“ 


A “Natural” Fighter. 


Asked whether he had altered or improved 
his style of boxing since his arrival in this 
country, Fitzsimmons said: 

1 don’t know that I have. The only dif- 
ference in me is that I weigh more and hit 
harder. I claim to be a self-taught and 
nautral fighter. Most people seem to think 
that I was a pupil of Jem Mace’s in New 
Zealand, but such is not the case. I won 
trophies im tournaments that were arranged 
by Mace, but I never had a lesson in boxing 
in my life. Very few trained boxers who 
come from England or Australia go in for 
anything but straight punching with the 
left hand. Well, I punch straight, too, at 
times, but I always had the knack of hook- 
ing or swinging with my left. It came to me 
naturally. They talk of Corbett as a natural 
fighter, but to my way of thinking he is a 
taught boxer. The blows he uses are the 
blows they use. I saw him fight Sullivan 
and I watched him spar on several occasions 
and I think I am competent to judge.“ 


Ring Etiquette. 


Fitzsimmons said that he had heard there 
was a little commotion in championship 
circles because he had declared himself in 
regard to the ring etiquette that was to be 
observed when he faced Corbett. 

“I am given to understand,“ said he, 
that Siler has been put out because I have 
changed my mind in regard to hitting in 
the breakaway. I believe I did say to Siler 
that I would be satisfied with his interpre- 
tation of the rules, but since that time 1 
have had several talks with Julian and we 
have resolved to proceed with caution. We 
have decided that taking the Queensberry 
rules as the basis of all argument it is time 
enough to agree on the matter of hitting 
and breaking after Corbett and myself 
enter the ring. I don’t anticipate any seri- 
ous dispute on this point, for no doubt what 
will suit Corbett will suit me. It is simply 
that I consider myself champion and that 
I want to have something to say on the 
subject. I don’t see the force of having 
these things all cut and dried weeks before 
hand. In every fight that I ever heard of 


"the men and the referee got together in 


the center of the ring and settled all theso 
little things. There is no occasion for hav- 
ing it different now.” 

Fits at Work. 


Fitzsimmons’ training establishment is 
now in apple pie order and he will follow a 
regular routine every day. At 9:30 this 
morning he set out on foot for Carson, run- 
ning and walking by turns, while Roeber 
followed witha sleigh. Fitz kept right along 


quarters and, after chatting a few moments 
with those around, started on his return trip 
to the grove. He completed the journey on 
foot and was freely by the time 
he reached the camp. In all he had covered 


The ball of his right foot has become quite 
tender from continual stepping around on 
the floor of the handball court. This, I be- 
lieve, is having something to do with mak- 
ing him curtail his indoor exercise. 


Siler Explains the Rules. 


Referee George Siler visited Fitzsimmons 
today to talk over the vexed question of 
hitting with the free hand and hitting in the 
breakaway. 

These things will have to be made very 
clear when Corbett an@ I come together,” 
said Fitz. I want to fight under the Mar- 
quis of Queensbury rules, and if we desire 
to change those rules we can come to an 
agreement just before the fight. Then by 
the time the gong taps Corbett and I will 
know just what is expected of us, and the 
possibility of fouls through mistakes or ig- 
norance will be lessened.” 

I understand the importance of what you 
Say, said Siler, “but there are certain con- 
tingencies that should be provided for in ad- 
dition. It states in the Queensbury rules 
that any matter which has no specific 
mention shall be governed by the London 
prize ring rules, and these latter rules ad- 
mit of hitting with the free arm and in the 
breakaway. Custom has changed, and fight- 
ers have adopted such tactics that they 
break away clean without hitting. It is for 
you two to decide just what you will do, only 
1 think I should make the particular matter 
clear before going into the ring. 

Returning: to the Corner. 

Another thing you want to look out for, 
the clause in the Queensbury rules de 
manding that a man return to his corner 
after knocking his opponens down. New, 
suppose I should be down in ‘A’ corner. A 
would be justified, according to Queensbury 
rules, in standing over his man so as to be 
ready to strike him when he arose. To my 
mind, it-would be better for all concerned 
to have an agreement that you step back 
several feet from your man and give him 
a fair chance to get up. You will also need 
to think over what constitutes a ‘ fair stand 
up fight,“ so as to have no dispute as to 
when any man is properly on his legs and 
when he is not.“ 

Julian asked Siler what he would do in the 
event of one of the seconds entering the ring 
to throw water on his principal if the latter 
was groggy. 

I would announce a foul immediately and 
give the fight to the other man,“ said Siler. 

** Supposing,” said Fitzsimmons, that a 
man was fouled, and that the result of that 
foul enabled the other fellow to go in and 
finish him, what about that?’’ 

Under those circumstances,”’ said Siler, 
J would consider the foul an important one, 
and I would decide against the man who was 
guilty of it.“ 


BETTING ON THE RESULT IS SLOW. 


Prevailing Odds at New York and at 
Boston Seem to Be Ten to 
Eight. 


New York, Feb. 24.— [Special. The betting 
on the fight did not take the expected brace 
today, neither did large commissions on Cor- 
bett arrive from San Francisco.

the stress of no circumstances, natural or 
artificial, requiring it to force its business 
beyond the conditions of the time. Its posi- 
tion is ideal, and that to which every com- 
pany ought to strive to attain, a business 
so large as to give absolute stability in its 
average experience, yet not so large but 
that in good times and under fair conditions 
it can be maintained without difficulty, even 
allowing for occasional and consi erable 
shrinkages in bad times, a standard of 
Soivency beyond question, investments 
worthy such a trust, and an expense ac- 
count so small as to give the largest pos- 
sible saving to policy-holders.and so ad- 
justed that, whether its businchs increases 
or shrinks, it will not have to cut its divi- 
dends on that account. 

That is the position we occupy. So far as 
the absolute safety of every present policy- 
holder is concerned, or so far as his future 
dividends would be affected, it is not neces- 
Sary that we should ever write another 
new policy. The company would pay out to 
the very last man and maintain the same 
relative nigh dividends without it. The only 
reason for taking new business is that we 
may give to new families the same secure 
and cheap protection that those of our pres- 
ent members are getting. The latter have 
no need whatever for any new business. 
And, therefore, it is that, among all the 
struggles for first place as to new business 
and amount of risk among the large com- 
panies, and those of the smaller ones to 
keep somewhere in the race, the Connecti- 
cut Mutual has steadily refused to compete 
for new business at the cost of present 
policy-holders. What we can get without 
reducing their dividends we take: what we 
can’t goes to those whose inducements to 
agents, and whose speculative proposals 
and momentary temptations to new men 
are great, but whose dividends to old mem- 
bers are smaller. In good times we more or 
less enlarge our business. In hard times 
we husband our strength, indifferent to all 
considerations except maintaining our 
standard of excellence. 

We are thus explicit, not only bécause 
the matter is apt to these times, but,also 
because in the competition. of business, it 
is commonly represented by those whose 
only point of comparison with us is in re- 
spect of new business and amount at risk, 
that it is desirable to insure in a company 
which is not rapidly increasing its business; 
that expenses would be less, dividends larg- 
er, and security greater if we were pushing 
harder for new business and getting more 
of it; a statement Which. is false in every 
aspect and particular. There must come 
a point with every company, no matter 
how rapid its present growth, beyond 
which it cannot force an increase of size. 
And several of the largest companies are 
rapidly approaching that point. What will 
be their status then? Should the public, 
therefore, turn from them? If.they will be 
then undesirable companies, why should 
they be built up at all? 

If a company be truly desirable, prosper- 
ous, and safe only while and only as it is 
increasing its risks, then the more rapidly 
a company is growing today the faster it 
is approaching the time when it will be no 
longer desirable, prosperous, or safe. If 
that be so, life insurance shbduld be sum- 
marily suppressed as an inevitable swindle. 

But, as our expense rate is less than that },

BRYAN TO BE AT THE INAUGURATION. 


. 
Buys Seats for Himself and Wife and 
May Be Invited Into the Grand 
Stand. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—[Special.}— 
William Jennings Bryan will witness the in- 
auguration of his rival, William McKinley, 
as President of the United States, thus de- 
fying all tradition tn this regard. 

Today he purchased two seats for himself 
and wift on the grand stand erected in La- 
fayette Square. This stand directly faces 
the White House and the reviewing stand 
from which President McKinley will view 
the great parade in his honor. Only the 
width of Pennsylvania avenue will separate 
the two men, but it is intimated tonight that 
if Mr. Bryan is willing he will be given seats 
in the reviewing stand itself, and thus an- 
other blow be struck at old traditions. 
Some of Mr. Bryan’s supporters do not 
relish the idea a little bit, and say he is mak- 
ing a show of himself by being present at 
the inauguration. 

The feature of the session of the House to- 
day was thé appearance of Mr. Bryan 
on the floor. As an ex-member he 
was entitled to the privilege of the 
floor. He came into the hall with Mr. 
McMillin of Tennessee, Mr. Maguire of Cal- 
ifornia, Mr. Sulzer of New York, and ex- 
Congressman George Fred Williams of Mas- 
sachusetts. He was escorted to the cloak- 
room, where he divested himself of his over- 
coat, his entrance not having been generally 
observed. His presence soon became noised 
about, however. The Democratic members 
deserted their seats and hurried back to 
greet him. After a few minutes he emerged 
and walked down the aisle to his old seat 
near the center aisle. The Democrats gave 
him.a round of applause and the people in 
the galleries craned their necks and took up 
thedemonstration. There were several wild 
shouts. He was surrounded on all sides. 
The confusion became so gréat that Speaker 


Reed was forced to call the House to order. 


After a few minutes Mr. Bryan made his way 
back of the rail which divides the seats from 
the lobby around to the Speaker’s rostrum, 
where he shook hands with the Speaker. 
The galleries again joined in the demonstra- 
tion which occurred at this juncture 
After leaving the House Mr. Bryan went 
to the Senate wing of the Capitol, where he 
repaired to the Vice-President’s room. He 
was met there by Vice-President Stevenson 
and was called upon by a large number of 
friends, including all the silver Senators. 
This evening Mr. Bryan was given a re- 
ception and dinner at the home of John R. 
McLean of the Cincinnati Enquirer, also a 
candidate before the Chicago convention. 
No ladies were present, contrary to tho pre- 
vious announcement. The table was hand- 
somely decorated with roses. Among the

Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—A sensational 
episode occurred in the Senate today dur- 
ing the consideration of the Indian bill.

METHOD OF PROTKCTING FISHERIES. 


President Sends to Congress the Re- 
port of the Commission Cre- 
ated by the Act of 932. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—The President 
has sent to Congress a report of the Com- 
missioners appointed under the act of 1902 
to examine into the condition and recom- 
mend the best method of protecting fisheries 
in contiguous waters of the United States 
and Canada. The report says: 

“Our observations, have clearly demon- 
strated the inexpediency of attempting to 
regulate any of the fisheries herein described 
by a rigid code of enactments, owing to 
their constantly changing character and con- 
ditions, and we therefore urge, in event of 
joint action by the two governments, that 
a permanent joint commission, to be com- 
posed of competent experts, be provided, 
which shall be charged with the direct super- 
vision of these fisheries, and shall be em- 
powered to conduct investigations and modi- 
fy regulations as circumstances require.

ORGANIZATION COMMITTEB OF Na- 
TIONAL LEAGUP ASSEMBLES. 


Proposed Constitution Is Amended Se 
as Not to Pledge Support te Repub- 
liean Congress Carl Schurs Makes 
a Speech—Says All Silver Men Are 
Spoilsmen—McCook Said to Be Go- 
ing to Canton—Bradley Will Ap- 
point Blackburn’s Successor. 


Organization of the National Sound Money 
League, thirty business-men from various 
sections of the country, attended a confer- 
ence in the rooms of the Chamber of Com- 
merce today. 

Henry Hentz, Vice-President of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and Chairman of the com- 
mittee, called the meeting to order. George 
E. Layton of St. Louis was elected Chair- 
man and E. V. Smalley of St. Paul Secre- 
tary. 

Discussion arose over the adoption of the 
proposed constitution and by-laws. The pre- 
amble contained several references to the 
Democracy as the defeated party,” and 
the gold Democrats objected. Another sec- 
tion, reading the new national minis- 
tration having received the mandate of the 
Nation to maintain the gold standard by 
every means in its power, the league will 
consider it its further duty to support the 
efforts of the legislative power in the ful- 
fillment of the task.“ was also eliminated. 

With these amendments the constitution 
was adopted section by section. The pre- 
amble declares that the National Sound- 
Money League is formed to maintain the 
gold standard as the basis of the money sys- 
tem of the United States. 

The league is a strictly non-partisan or- 
ganization and welcomes to its roll of mem- 
bers all citizens who are convinced that the 
preservation of that standard is necessary 
in order to protect the honor and secure the 
prosperity of the country. 

Henry Hentz presided at the luncheon, 
and after cigars had been lighted introduced 
Carl Schurz as the first speaker, whom he 
referred to as an “‘ accomplice in the crime 
of 1878.“ 

Carl Schurz Speaks. 

Mr. Schurz said: ‘‘ When, I hesitated to 
get up it was not because I was ashamed 
of my part in the passage of that act or be- 
cause I feared could not justify t. If 
there was ever a villainous, monumental 
lie told of anything it consists of the sto- 
ries that are told of the crime of '78.’ 

I may say that I have been a veteran in 
this fight and the work ought now to be 
delegated to younger men. We are here, 
Republicans, Democrats, and mugwumps, 
and when I say mugwump I don't want 
any one to laugh. A Judge in Pennsylvania 
has decided that it is not libelous to calla 
man a ugwump, but, on the contrary, 
that a mugwump was an excellent man, 
and if anything a Uttle better than either 
a Democrat or a Republican. I therefore 
accept the term with 4 great deal of satis- 
faction and pride. 

We united in the last campaign to give 
the country an honest dollar and to restore 
that confidence necessary for the country’s 
prosperity. We elected a President with 
whose views on some things many of us 
disagree, but we are oneinthemain. Above 
all things, we do not want the officeseektrs 
to kill him right away. 

Every Silver Man a Spoilaman. 


If I am not mistaken every silver man is 
a spoilsman.

10 o’clock tonight, and became: stationary. 
It will probably begin to recede by midnight. 
Reports from all points above Wheeling 
show it to be falling, and the high pont will 
be reached here before morning, so that for 
the upper part of the Ohio Vailey the worst 
is over. 

The river got out of its banks here early 
this morning, and by noon 400 hundred 
families had been driven from their homes or 
to upper stories.

Wers are falling as rapidly as they rose 
and mud and desolation are being left in 
their wake. The highest point reached was 
twenty-nine feet six inches.

HOW DID SCHOMAKER DIE 


THIS 18 THE QUESTION IN WHICH 
THE POLICE FIND MYSTERY. 


Theory of a Holdup Is Abandoned and 
Inspector Schaack Seeks to Gatun 
Further Information from the 
Family—Discrepancies Are Charged 
im Statements Made by the Daugh- 
ter as to Her Father’s Murder at 
No. 200 Wells Street. 


* 


Henry Schomaker, who was mysteriously 
shot on Tue night in his saloon, No. 209 
Wells street, died yesterday noon at the 
Alexian Bros.’ Hospital. The police have 
as yet made no arrests in the case, but the 
details are being rapidly cleared up. The 
robbery theory seems to have been explod- 
ed, and it is now said that members of the 
family can throw considerable light on the 
shooting. 

Inspector Schaack inclines to the belief 
that t- was a family row, which resulted in 
the death of Schomaker, and his men are 
working on this assumption. he whole 
affair is involved in a mass of alloged con- 


der. the bar. It is 7% in sizé and on the band 
a e had been erased. The band was sub- 
jected to microscopic tests in the effort t 
decipher the name, but the results were no 
satisfactory. 


Schomaker’s Revolver Gone. 


Another mysterious feature of the shoot- 
ing is the disappearance of a revolver which 
the saloonkeeper constantly kept in his pos- 
session. 

The police say there is reason to believe 
that three revolvers were used in the shoot- 
ing, and this theory is borne out by the fact 
that three different kinds of bullets were 
found in Schomaker’s body at the post- 
mortem which was held in the afternoon at 
the hospital. The bullet taken from the hand 
was of 32 caliber, that found in the abdomen 
was a 38 of one pattern, and the third taken 
from the head was a 38 of another style. 
The bullet which passed through Schomak- 
er’s face has not been found. 

In accounting for all the shots fired the 
police point out that four bullet wounds were 
found in Schomaker’s body. He says he 
fired three shots at the robber. Miss 0- 
maker says she fired four shots. This makes 
a total of eleven shots. If this is true at 
least three revolvers must have been used as 
the two in the possession of the police con- 
tain only ten chambers between them. 

Schomaker was a policeman fourteen years 
ago and kept as a memento of the service 
an old-style Smith & Wesson 38-caliber 
revolver. This is the one missing.

WILL STUDY THE AMERICAN NAVY. 


Viee-Admiral Jorge Montt of Chile 
Comes to This Country on a 
Special Mission. 


New York, Feb. 24.—Ex-President Jorge 
Montt of Chile, who is known in this country 
as the “ Fighting Admiral,” reached this 
city today on the steamship Altai. Sefior 
Montt’s visit is official. He is in the United 
States in his capacity as Vice-Admiral of 
Chile, to study the United States Navy with 
the view of facilitating improvements al- 
ready projected in the navy of that country. 

The Vice-Admiral said: 

I shall remain here two months learning 
what I can about the United States Navy 
and methods of navai construction. What 
I do will be done informally, and with as 
much expedition as possible. I intend after 
leaving this country to go to England. 
France, Germany, Spain, Italy, and possibly 
Greece and Turkey to study naval conditions 
there, as I study them here.”’ 

It is reported that Chile intends to greatly 
increase her naval power, and that when the 
report of her envoy is available ironclads of 
the latest American and English types will 
be ordered. 

The office of Viee-Admiral is the highest 
in the Chilean navy. It has been held by 
Senor Montt since his retirement from the 
Presidency of the republic, Sept. 18, 1808, 
when Federico Errazuriz became, President.

the household. No two of them tell the 
same story, it is said, and their versions 
are set down further as opposed to the 
dying statement of Schomaker. 

Miss Clara Schomaker, the 18-year-old 
daughter of the dead man, who claims to 
have fired four shots at a robber, has told 
so many stories concerning the affair, tho 
police say, that they give her statements 
little credence. 

„What the Police Found. 

Lieut. Loughran and Detective Walbaum 
of the East Chicago Avenue Station, were 
at the scene of the shooting within fifteen 
minutes after it occurred. When they en- 
tered the place they say no signs of a des- 
perate struggle could be seen. Not a glass 
was disturbed nor a chair or table moved 
from its place. The policemen searched 
high and low for some traces of or clew to 
the assassin. At the end of the bar were 
found two old hats, one, an old Fedora, dusty 
from age, and the other a rusty cap. Neither 
of these could furnish any clew and they 
were not disturbed. Upon one of the tables 
was found a thirty-two caliber revolver with 
one chamber discharged, which the family 
identified as the property of Mr. Schomaker. 

In a few minutes the saloon was cleared 
and closed. Loughran and Walbaum hast- 
ened to the hospital where it was hoped 
a statement could be secured from the 
wounded man. Joseph N. Seng, a young 
man who. has been paying attention to Miss 
Anna Schomaker and who arrived at the 
house soon after the tragedy, accompanied 
the policemen. Schomaker was revived suf- 
ficiently to give a labored account of the 


shooting. 
Statement of Schomakcer. 


He managed to say in broken sentences 
that he was standing behind his bar when a 
tall man entered and motioned for him as 
if he wanted to whisper something to him. 
The m&n wore a black mustache and had a 
full face, had on a cutaway coat of dark 
material, and wore a soft Fedora hat. Sho- 
maker said he stepped over to the man to 
listen to what he had to say, when the latter 
put his arm around his head, exclaiming with 
an oath, Now I have got you.” At the 
same moment the man pressed a revolver to 
the saloonkeeper’s face and fired. Scho- 
maker staggered back and managed to se- 
cure his own revolver. Strangely enough 
he said he made no attempt to discharge it 
but seized the weapon by the muszle and at- 
tempted to beat the assailant over the head. 
In some way the weapon was discharged 
and the bullet entered Schomaker's right 
hand, lodging among the small bones and 
tendons. The man kept on firing and Scho- 
maker received another bullet in the neck, 
which passed upward and almost penetrated 
the brain. A third bullet from the stranger’s 
weapon struck Schomaker in the stomach. 

During the melee Schomaker told the police 
that he managed to get his revolver in 
proper position and fired two shots at the 
man. He is sure that one of the bullets 
went home, as he had the weapon directly 
against the supposed robber's body. He in- 
sisted that he had never seen the man before 
and did not know why he should be ths 
viotim of such a murderous assault. 


Discrepancy Is Apparent. 
This story threw little light on the tragedy, 


but it differed so materially from the state- 


ment of Clara Schomaker, who said the rob- 
ber was without coat and vest, that the 
police determined to make another visit to 


oon. .

He thought. she mo- 
tioned to some one back of her to keep out 
of sight. 

It is said by the police that Schomaker 
was captious over the attention paid his 
daughters by young men and that he fre- 
quently got into altercations with would- 
be suitors. 

The inquest has been set for 10 o'clock 
this morning at the Alexian Brothers’ Hos- 
pital, but it may be postponed until the po- 
ee, AES gained a clearer insight to the 
affair.

PLAN FOR THE INSPECTION OF 41. 
SORTS OF ELECTRIC CURRENTS. 


Measure Is Proposed for the Licensing 
of Bars in Clubs—Aldermen Accept 
the Invitation to Attend the 0’Mal- 
ley Meeting — Message from the 
Mayor Regarding the Diversey Ave- 
mue Bridge — Other Business of a 
Minor Sort—Controller’s Estimates. 


Briefly stated, here is what the City Coun- 
cil did last night: 

Referred to the Judiciary committee an 
ordinance regulating the use of the electric 
current in the city. a 

Accepted an invitation to attend a recep- 
tion for Ald. O'Malley in the North Side 
Turner Hall. 


Referred to the Judiciary committee a 


communication from the Mayor calling at- 
tention to the fact that the Diversey avenue 
bridge obstructs navigation. 

Referred to Judiciary committee an ordi- 
nance designating clubs where liquor is sold 
as dramshops and requiring them to obtain 
a license. 

Referred to Commissioner of Public Works 
a petition to allow the Chicago Traction 
company to operate street cars in Indiana 
avenue. 

Referred to the same official an ordinance 
granting a franchise to the West Division 
street railway to operate cars in Armitage 
avenue. 

Passed a petition to the Legislature asking 
it to pass amendments to the civil service 
law exempting laborers from its operations. 

Received and refused an ordinance im- 
posing a cumulative license fee on depart- 
ment stores. 

Ald. Judah presented an ordindnce which 
was referred to the Judiciary committee pro- 
viding for the use of the electric current in 
the city... The ordinance requires all per- 
sons before putting in electrical plants or 
repairing wires to secure a permit from the 
Superintendent of City Telegraph. A pen- 
alty of $10 is provided far each day an elec- 
trical plant is operated without the owner 
having a certificate of inspection. The fees 
for inspection are fixed by the ordinances 
as follows: For each arc light, $1; for each 
incandescent lamp of 16 candle power, 10 
cents; for each electrical horse-power of 748 
watts used for mechanical or other pur- 
poses, $1. 

A communication was read from a com- 
mittee inviting the Mayor and Aldermen to 
attend and act as Vice-Presidents a demon- 
stration to be held at the North Side Turner 
Hall tonight to celebrate the vindication of 
Ald. O'Malley from the serious charges re- 
cently made against him. On motion of Ald, 
Gallagher the invitation was accepted. 

The nomination by the Mayor of -A. A. 
Goodrich as a member of the Board of In- 
spectors of the House of Correction, to suc- 
ceed himself, was concurred in. 


For Civil Service Commission. 


Mr. Madden secured the passage of an 
order directing the Commissioner of Build- 
ings to fit up for the Civil Service Commis- 
sion a portion of the apartments on the 
fourth floor of the City Hall, now occupied 
by the Public Library, when they are va- 
cated. by the library. 

The Mayor sent in a communication stat- 
ing that the bridge over the river at Diver- 
sey avenue had not been constructed in ac- 
cordance with the plans approved by the 
War Department, and that accordingly the 
west channel under the bridge is practically 
useless for boats. To this obstruction of 
navigation the Federal Government objects 
and insists that the bridge must be wholly 
removed or the original plan as to,dock line 
followed. The communication was referred 
to the Judiciary committee. 

A communication from J. E. Reinburg, 
Assistant Inspector United States Life-Sav- 
ing Service, asking rmission to move the 
life-saving station from the mouth of the 
river to a site on the Lake-Front Park, was 
referred to the Committee on Wharves and 
Public Grounds. 

Petitions were received from the gas com- 
panies requesting a settlement of their 
claims for the erection of lampposts, in ac- 
cordance with the orders of the Council. 

The Controller presented his annual esti- 
mates for the various departments and they 
were referred to the Finance committee. 


Licenses for Bars in Clubs. 


Ald. Rogers presented an ordinance desig- 
nating all clubs where liquor is sold in quan- 
tities of less than a gallon dramshops, and 
requiring them to obtain a license.

ESTIMATES ARE SUBMITTED FOR 1897 


Department Heads Want $11,661,040, 
Which Controller Wetherell Scales 
Down to $8,293,000. 


Controller Wetherell last evening submit- 
ted to the Council the estimates of the heads 
of the various departments of the city gov- 
ernment of the amounts they think neces- 


sary to conduct their offices during the year ‘ 


1897, together with his own estimates of 
what they can get along with, so as to bring 
the appropriation bill within the income of 
the city. 

The department estimates, together with 
those for the public schools and library, 
reach a total of $20,151,528, of which §$11,- 
661,040 is devoted to the needs of the city 
government outside of the interest and sink- 
ing funds. The Controller’s estimates scale 
this down to $8,293,000, with a grand total 
of $16,783,486. 

Estimating the income of the city from 
all sources, including saloon licénses, at 
$8,203,844, these estimates are as follows:

THE REPUBLICAN CITY CONVENTION. 

The Republican Mayoralty primaries 
will be held today and the convention to- 
morrow. Though the time when a candi- 
date is to be selected is so near at hand, 
the Republican voters have shown but little 
interest in the question. 

This may be due to the fact that among 
those whose names have beén mentioned 
and whose availability has been discussed 
by the politicians are many men of admitted 
ability and unexceptionable records for 
whom voters can mark their ballots with 
pleasure. The people may have remained 
quiet, confident that the convention would 
select a first-class man. 

Doubtless it will, for defeat would be 
likely to ensue if it did otherwise. The 
best thing the convention can do will be to 
renominate the present Mayor. In spite 
of all that snarling critics, hunting for mi- 
eroscopie flaws, may have said he has given 
the city an admirable administration—eco- 
nomie and efficient. 

But he has not asked to be renominated, 
and conventions are not in the habit of 
thrusting offices on men. But tomorrow's 
convention must not fail to pick out a man 
who will do as well as Swift has done, and 
whose administration will be a continua- 
tion of his, marked by the same praise- 
worthy features which have character- 
ized ‘it. 

The nominee must be a person around 
whom all men who believe in honest gov- 
ernment and honest money can rally, and 
from whom they cannot be Jured away by 
any side shows—by any “ independent can- 
didates who cannot possibly be elected? 
The man chosen must be so good that these 
“independents” cannot fail to recognize 
the vanity of their hopes and leave the 
field. 


HOW DR. RUIZ WAS ASSASSINATED. 

A correspondent in Havana gives what 
he declares are the details of the killing of 
Dr. Ruiz in a Onban prison. They will 
be found elsewhere in.this issue. They 
agree with the genera! facts that hawe been 
published about his case, but add se many 
details of torture that’ it seems jucanceiva- 
ble such an outrage could be perpetrated 
on an American citizen go near the confines 
of the country and yet be passed by un- 
avenged by the government pledged to pro- 
tect him. Ruiz, it appears, was a victim 
of the peculiar Spanish torture known as 
the “componte.” The correspondent de- 
scribes this exquisite form of assassina- 
tion as follows: 

A prisoner is beaten sometimes with a cane and 
sametimes with a large cylinirical piece of iron 
until he faints from pain or loss of blood. His 
wounds are then cared for, and when he is better 
the awful treatment is repeated. Care is taken by 
the gavage executioners that the victim shall 
not die at the first componte.“ The design is 
to kill him by degrees, and when the climax 
of cruelty is reached then a powerful and de- 
cisive blow on the head puts an end to the poor 
victim's sufferings. 

In the case of Ruiz it seems the torture 


was protracted. for four days. It began on 
Feb. 12, nine days after his arrest, during 
which time he had been waiting patiently 
for assistance from the American Con- 
sulate. He had declared his innocence of 
all connection with the, insurgents, had de- 
nied all charges against him, had demanded 
his rights as an American citizen, and his 
only reply was the “ componte.” Enough 
of the details have been learned from the 
other prisoners, it is alleged, to show that 
the unfortunate American waa not spared 
one agony that could be inflicted. The dev- 
ilish ingenuity of his torturers seems to 
have been exercised to the full in adminis- 
tering his awful fate. It is to be hoped 
that some trustworthy evidence can be 
found to prove that this torture was not 
as bad as it is printed by this correspond- 
ent, for it cannot fail to bring a blush of 
shame to any patriotic American when he 
considers the enormity of the insult to the 


Nation contained in this demoniacal out- 


rage against one of its citizens. 


SBWAMPED BY FPRIZE-FIGHT LITERA- 
TURE. 

It might be a feasible plan for the news- 
papers of the country to get together and pe- 
tition their subscribers who are clamorous 
for all the preliminary details of the coming 
prize fight to give those persons a fair 
chance who want to read other news. Ever 
since the Nevada Legislature abandoned all 
pretense of self-respect and threw wide open 
the entire State as a haven of refuge for 
unprincipled thugs whose brutal exhibitions 
had been put under the ban in every other 
part of the United States the thousands of 
people who secretly sympathize with and 
encourage these degenerate practices have 
been forcing into the columns of newspapers 
a mass of fight literature daily. There 
seems to have been no way to avoid the stuff. 
It has infected every source of news like a 
virulent disease, As soon as the wires be- 
gin working at night little but “ fight” 
pours in. Fitz has whipped a dog here, 
or “ Corbett wrestled witz his trainer and 
a Nevada beefsteak there, or some other 


responsible for some of the interest in this | 


event. There may be students of degen- 
eracy who find in the plans for the fight 
reflections of the death throes of Nevada as 


a decent member of the sisterhood of States. | 


But their interest is special and limited and 
does not justify the surrender of so much 
newspaper space to its gratification. The 
evil is growing daily and if it is to be miti- 
gated a determined effort must be made at 
once. Let an earnest and combined appeal be 
made to the instigators of this flood of un- 
wholesome literature to moderate their out- 
put. Let a last effort be made to touch 
their sense of generosity and consideration 
if it be not too badly blunted, There are 
great events happening in the world and 
others of great import on the program that 
will happen soon, but unless some sort of 
compromise is made with these imperious 
“ fight stuff manipulators the daily record 
of these affairs will be swamped by pen 
pictures of Nevada’s prostitution to vicious- 
ness. 


DEPARTMENT STORES IN POLITICS. 

An effort to inject the regulation of de- 
partment stores into the loca] campaign as 
an issue of primary importance has been 
hastily taken up by certain of the alleged 
leaders of the Republican party, and prom- 
ises to have some support in the city conven- 
tion. Men who control several ward delega- 
tions have declared in fa vor of the movement, 
and others are likely to follow them blindly 
wherever they may lead. When or how this 
question became an article of Republican 
faith is not clear. Ordinarily it would be 
considered an economical or domestic ques- 
tion and not political in any of its phases. 
But now it seems that some of the ward 
bosses who act first and deliberate after- 
wards have decided to incorporate it in the 
Republican plaform. 

Department stores exhibit the principle 
of competition in one of its severest forms. 
We do not see how anybody who has given 
the subject any thought can fail to sympa- 
thize with the small shopkeepers, or deny 
the evils which result from the concentra- 
tion of trade in huge esablishments at the 
expense of the small dealers. The question 
is not so much the existence of the evils 


complained of as the nature and kind of the 


remedies that should be applied. These 
large stores have grown up in consequence 
of conditions and causes which are still 
operating. The stores are responsive to a 
demand for them. If there were not 80 
many people eager to buy cheap things 
there would not be so many cheap things 
offered for sale. The demand precedes 
and creates the supply. The b&rgains pre- 
suppose the existence of bargain-hunters, 
and the cupidity of the storekeeper who 
offers the goods for sale is no greater than 
that of the people who throng his place to 
buy the things that are offered. 

Now, it is a grave matter to say to the 
people of any community that they shall 
not buy where they can buy cheapest nor 
in future pay as little as they have been 
paying for their supplies. If it is proposed 
to make the people as a whole pay more 
for everything somébody must be reckoned 
with. Tun Tripune confesses it is unable 
to say how this is going to be done. The 
idea that in a free country every man is 
entitled to buy where he can buy cheapest 
and to sell for any prices he chooses to 
ask is widely held. Heretofore any man 
could offer for sale any article that he 
owned at any price or in any place without 
being obliged to ask permission. It is true 
license fees have sometimes been asked, 
but they have always been reasonable and 
never of a kind to restrain or prevent trade. 
Now it is proposed to prohibit trade of some 
kinds by imposing fees so enormous that 
it cannot be carried on. 

We do not know whether in this country 
and under our free institutions such a thing 
can lawfully be done; and if it can be done 
-we do not know whetger any political party 
that attempts to enforce it will be acting 
wisely. There is more than one class to be 
dealt with here. There are buyers as well 
as sellers. There are 200,000 or 300,000 
women and their men folks. While the 
women do the shopping the men get the 
benefit of their “ bargains.” Consider the 
case of the trades unionists of Chicago who 
have always asserted their right to sell in 
the dearest and buy in the cheapest mar- 
kets. Who is to have assurance of their 
support if their rights are interfered with? 
Who is to compel the hundreds of thousands 
of buyers to pay more for their supplies 
than they do now and to may they like 
it and vote for the party that btompels them 
to do it? 

These are questions Tur Trisune would 
like to have answered. Its columns are 
open to anybody who can answer them sat- 
isfactorily. There are many perplexing is- 
sues involved. Many just appeals to sym- 
pathy have been and Gan be made. The case 
of the small shopkeepers is a hard one, and 
if it is possible to make a decision in their 
favor without upsetting fundamental prin- 
ciples of law and economics we are in favor 
of doing it. But all the questions involved 
are of grave importance and they cannot be 
settled in a day or by any run-and-jump 


bills to carry them out, the Legislature 
would not pay the slightest attention to 
those measures if powerful personal inter- 
ests should happen to be affected thereby. 

Consequently it would be a waste of money 
to set seven men, all or most of whom would 
be plain politicians, at work investigating 
economic problems, It would give those 
men a chance to visit Europe and travel over 
this country without its costing them any- 
thing. But the taxpayers would not get 
an equivalent for their money. 


THE OUTLOOK OF ITALIAN OPERA. 

The statement is made by all the city 
papers that on Tuesday evening The 
Huguenots,” generally conceded to be Mey- 
erbeer’s masterpiece, was produced at the 
Auditorium with a cast of unusual strength 
to one of the smallest audiences which have 
ever attended a performance of grand 
opera in Chicago. On the previous evening 
the opera of Carmen had been produced 
without an ensemble, in fact, and with but 
a single leading artist in the cast to an au- 
dience which filled the house. 

It is not far to look for the cause of this 
disparity in attendance. The outcome goes 
to show, what has often been set forth, 
that the administration of Italian opera is 
on a wrong basis. Fashion and faddism 
are slowly but surely undermining it, and: 
its demise is only a question of time, Two 
or three star performers are secured and 
paid enormous salaries—salaries, indeed, 
far beyond what they can legitimately earn. 
These favored few of the cast are served 
up to the public in various allur'ng ways 
before the season opens. Small talk and 
gossip about them are ‘plentifully circu- 
lated. Pleasant fictions and sensational 
stories are woven about them. Their pict- 
ures are omnipresent. In various cunning 
ways a sort of operatic furore is rdised, and 
these few star performers are made the 
centers of attraction. When they appear 
fashion turns out. When they do not ap- 
pear fashion stays at home. Meanwhile 
these few stars, being the drawing cards, 
demand and get extortionate — salaries. 
This involves, extortionate prices, and the 
result is that the great middle class cannot 
afford to go unless they frequent the top 
lofts or stand up. So they generally re- 
main at home, which accounts for the small 
audience on Tuesday night as compared 
with that of Monday night, which was 
fashion’s opportunity to display itself and 
to have its names and its adornments duly 
gazetted. 78 

Italian opera having become a fashiona- 
ble fad, it follows that it will meet with the 
usual experience of that class of fads, It 
is out of all question that the most enthu- 
siastic fad worshipers can pursue the opera 
continuously for a long season of four 
weeks. It is just as much out of the ques- 
tion that the middle class opera-goers can 
afford it. It will therefore have its ups 
and downs, and the managers will be fortu- 
nate if there are not more downs than ups. 
Indeed, it requires extraordinary courage 
and faith for a manager to attempt an 
Italian opera season, so called, thereby 
making his appeal directly to fickle fashion, 
when he looks back over the last fifty 
years upon the unbroken line of collapsed 
impresarios. 

The manager of the future who would res- 
cue Italian opera from its precarious exist- 
ence will have to place it on a musica! basis. 
He must Italianize it instead of keeping it 
the polyglot affair it now is. He must re- 
store the more meritorious operas of the old 
school and give attention to that rising 
school of young Italians who need encour- 
agement and who show a talent worthy 
of it. He must help te develop the genuine 
Italian voices instead of filling his troupe 
with Frenchmen, Englishmen, Germans, 
Poles, Bohemians, Hungarians, Spaniards, 
Swedes, Yankees, Irish, and nearly every 
other nationality except Italians. He must 
pay reasonable salaries, make strong en- 
sembles, get rid of the star system, and put 
Italian opera on the musical basis, and he 
will have his reward. If some one does 
not do this Italian opera, or what is now 
masquerading under that name, will soon 
be as dead as a herring. 


THE CURSE OF PATROSAGDS. 

Day before yesterday Congressman Bailey 
of Texas sympathized ironically with the 
Republicans over the hard time they would 
have when the troubles of patronage beset 
them—when they endeavored to divide 60,- 
000 offices among 350,000 officeseekers. 
“Four years ago,” said he, “ you laughed 
at our embarrassment; now we laugh at 
yours.” Then Mr. Bailey proceeded to 


state in sober earnest that— 

Every member on the floor realized the dangers 
of patronage. There were from five to ten disap- 
pointed applicants for the postoffice in every town, 
great or small. In fifty Congressional districts 
the majority was less than 1,000. Patronage was 
a disadvantage both at the primaries and at the 
polls. It created friction between Senators and 
Representatives, discord between executive and 
legislative departments. More animosities have 
been created between the executive and legisla- 
tive branches of the government by patronage 
than all other questions combined. It. was a 
quarrel over patronage that drove from the 
Senate most of the brilliant men who had been in 


created and men taxed to pay, the salaries 
attached to them merely in order that the 
bosses of the dominant parties may reward 
their friends and strengthen themselves. 
These ideas have become ebsolete with the 
mass of the people. Only the political hacks 
and the men who want to live off the public 
entertain them. All decent people believe 
in civil service reform in the Nation, the 
State; and the city. They will no more tol- 
erate a return to spoils methods at Wash- 


ington that at Chicago. 


When Grosvenor calls for the restoration 
to Congressmen of the patronage they used 
to dispose of he does not represent Ohio. 
Garfield, who Believed in civil service re- 
form, was a truer exponent of the feeling of 
the Buckeye State. If Grosvenor cannot 
suppress his reactionary ideas Ohio would do 
well to cease sending him to Washington to 
preach the spoils doctrine. 


CONSUL-GENERAL LEE RESIGNS. 

The most reliable intelligence as to Con- 
sul-General Lee’s relations to the State De- 
partment confirms what has heretofore been 
hinted.at. He has found it impossible ade- 
quately to protect American citizens be- 
cause of the insufficient support given him 
by that department, and has resigned, al- 
though his resignation, which was received 
yesterday, was not accepted. 

Consul-General Lee has not himself been 
humiliated, but those whom he represents 
have. He is in the unfavorable attitude of 
representing a government which misrepre-. 
sents the people and which is not protecting 
the rights of its citizens. The power of the 
United States is almost unlimited. If it 
chose it could .crush the insolent impotence 
of Spain like an egg shell. If its people 
should be moved by some of the spirit they 
displayed in the civil war they could smash 
half a dozen Spains with hardly an effort. 
Gen. Lee is well enough aware of this, but 
he is not permitted to represent the dignity, 
the majesty, and the rights of 20,000,000 
able-bodied men. He has had to remain in 
Flavana and have all his representations 
treated with insolence and contempt by such 
savages as Weyler, even when he was plead- 
ing for the rights of native-born American 
citizens. 

Undoubtedly Gen. Lee would not have 
stood this as long as he has but for the fact 
that he is an old soldier who has been 
trained in the school of implicit obedience 
to his superiors, but there sometimes comes 
a time when even old soldiers revolt, and 
that time has come to Gen. Lee at last, after 
long and patient endurance of Olney’s and 
Cleveland's indifference. Fortunately, how- 
ever, the disgraceful condition of things is 
nearly over. The two years’ agony is 
about at anend. By this time Cuba should 
have been free. It should have made the 
necessary arrangements with Spain and 
entered into commercial relations with the 
United States, and would have done so if 
this great government had had the pluck of 
little Greece. We have behaved like rabbits 
and scared sheep instead of like men. 

The chapter just closing is one of the most 
humiliating in American history. It dis- 
plays a pusillanimity on the part of those 
managing affairs which was not expected of 
tha descendants of Jacksonian Democrats, 
who have acted more like the descendants of 
jack rabbits. Democrats may say they are 
not responsible for Cleveland’s sympathy 
with Spain and his indifference to Cuba, but 
when they have had the opportunity they 
have failed to repudiate his policy. The Re- 
publicans will assume the responsibility ina 
few days. We shall then see whether the 
pacificos have secured possession of the Re- 
publican policy. We shall see whether that 
policy will not have some of the jingoism 
which was displayed in the revolution and 
the war of 1812. It is time for some jingo- 
ism. A country without it is disgraced if 
not dead. Tue Trisune believes the new 
administration will listen to the jingo and 
not to the stock jobber, who, every time 
stocks drop a fraction of a point, wants this 
country to knuckle down and play the part 
of a jack rabbit.

DR RICARDO ROIS’ FEARFUL DBATS. 
Hie Tortures rel n Four Days— 


Terribly Beaten and Reserved 
or Further Torture. 


Havana, Feb. 20.—The torture known as 
componte in Cuba, and by means of which 
the American citizen, Dr. Ricardo Ruiz, 
was assassinated, is the most barbarous of 
all the cruel punishments invented. by the 
Spaniards. A prisoner is beaten, some- 
times with a cane and sometimes with a 
large cylindrical piece of iron, until he 
faints from pain or loss of blood. His 
wounds are then cared for, and when he is 
better the awful treatment is repeated. 
Care is taken by the savage executioners 
that the victim shall not die at the first com- 
ponte. The design is to kill him by degrees, 
and when the climax of cruelty is 
reached then a powerful and decisive blow 
on the head puts an end to the poor victim’s 
sufferings. 

If Consul-General Lee lives in Cuba much 
longer he will come to understand perfectly 
what was meant by the componte when 
some prisoners in the jail at Guanabacoae 
told him that by this method Dr. Ruiz had 
been done to death by the orders of Maj. 
Fonsdeviella. 

It was this terrible news of Dr. Ruiz’s 
fate that was brought to his poor wife and 
children in their house on Jesus Maria street 
in Guanabacoa, Componteado! That is to 
say, a despairing man, fettered and un- 
armed, was killed in a dungeon by three or 
four armed rascals, who prolonged hisagony 
as much as possible merely for the pleas- 
ure it gave them. : 

The componte was one of the principal 
causes why the present revolution spread 
throughout the six provinces of Cuba. It Is 
a well-known fact that in the war of 1868 
Matanzas, Havana, and Pinar del Rio did 
not revolt. But during 1893 and 1894 the 
componte was so constantly employed in 
these provinces against men living in the 
country, and especially in Pinar del Rio, that 
the hearts of all Cubans were filled with a 
keen desire for revenge. 

After the present war began the Spanish 
soldiers in the country preferred to kill their 
prisoners immediately with the machetes. 
They had no time and no leisure for the en- 
joyment of the torture of componte. But the 
honor was reserved for Maj. Fonsdeviella to 
revive the awful practice against his poor, 
defenseless prisoners in the jail of Guana- 
bacoa. : 

The American citizen, Dr. Ruiz, suffered 
the componte for four days. Fonsdeviella 
and the Marquis of Ahumada say that he 
committed suicideina fit of madness. There 
igs no doubt that he was out of his senses 
when killed. He was bereft of reason by his 
knowledge of the terrible end which awaited 
him, and of his perfect helplessness. 

The torture began on Friday, Feb. 12. 
Ruiz was patiently awaiting assistance 
from the American Consulate, it being the 
ninth day of his arrest. The only persons 
whp had entered his cell were the Auditor de 
Guerra and his notary. He declared before 
them that he was innocent of any connection 
with the insurgents, denied all the charges 


citizenship, asked permission to communi- 
cate with the American Consul<jeneral. 

He received no answer, and was left alone. 
Meanwhile his wife sent word to Consul- 
General Lee, and later called herself at the 
American Consulate. Gen. Lee, as usual in 
these cases, notified the State Department 
of the arrest, and awaited instructions, 
which did not come. Neither Gen. Lee nor 
Mrs. Ruiz could believe that the doctor was 
in danger of being assassinated. 

Without any answer from Washington 
and without any more news from Dr. Ruiz 
the time passed until Feb. 12. Mrs. Ruls 
repeatedly, but in vain, tried to communi- 
cate with her husband and to send him food 
from her own house. Admittance to the jai! 
was refused to her. She was told that her 
husband was incommunicado. 

It wae also said that she called on Maj. 
Fonsdeviella, who gave her a very rough 
reception. Apply to the American Consul- 
General. madam,” said Fonsdeviella to the 
poor woman, with the devilish, ironical 
smile which has made so many men tremble 
before him. 

On the night of the 12th Inst. the doors of 
the cell in which Dr. Ruiz was confined were 
opened and the componte began. The details 
of the awful scene cannot be told, as no wit- 
ness was there except Ruls and his murder- 
ers, What all the other prisoners heard 
were the desperate cries of the victim, his 
entreaties for mercy, and his despairing im- 
precations. A fact is also known, which is 
proof that the torture was inflicted by the 
Major's orders, for at the door of the cell, 
while the componte was going on, stood 
Maj. Fonsdeviella, and several times he ad- 
dressed the prisoner and the executioners, 

On the 13th, about 7 p. m., the scene was 
repeated. The unfortunate-Ruiz appears to 
have made a desperate effort to overthrow 
his enemies and get tothe door. The noise 
sounded as though he had made a leap and 
had at once received a terrible blow, which 
felled him, and as he fell he uttered a loud 
cry. The door was immediately locked, and 
the assassins, passing through one of the 
narrow halls, expressed to each other the 
fear of having killed the man “ against 
orders.“ 

One ot them was plainly seen in the dim 
light of the corridor. He wore the untform 
of a soldier belonging to the military police 
called Orden Publico. 

On the next day, Sunday, Ruiz was left 
alone in his cell and the torture was not re- 
peated. He passed the day crying “ Socorro! 
socorro!” (Help! help!) for hours together, 
until his strength was exhausted. During 
the night, like a wild beast in its cage, the 
doctor was heard scratching the walls and 
the door of his prison. How could he live in 
such a situation and suffer still two tortures 
more? 

The situation of his fellow prisoners was 
also most distressing. They breathlessly 
heard his cries of agony and expected the 
same fate for themselves from one moment 
to another. Fear and the instinct of self-

The duty of the board, if created, will be 
to examine the methods of ownership and 
management in this and other countries of 
plants which furnish water, light, heat, and 
local transportation. It will have to ascer- 
tain what proportion of the value of these 
plants ie due to privileges granted by the 
people and what return the public receives 
therefor;;the difference in cost, etc., be-

When the board has collected all the in- 
formation bearing on these points it must 
make a detailed report to the Goyernor, with 
such recommendations as it deems appro- 
priate, and submit also drafts of bills to 
carry these recommendations into effect.

spector, with one assistant, for every 100,- 
000 inhabitants, to carry the law into effect. 


ALDERMEN AFTER THE BIG STORES. 


Stuckart Introduces Into the Council 
a Scheme Providing Cumu- 
lative Licemses. 


The anti-department store crusade got into 
the City Council last night, when Ald. 
Stuckart introduced an ordinance to provide 
for the Hoensing of stores and other places 
of business. The ordinance was referred to 
the Committee on Licenses. Then Ald 
Coughlin introduced a resolution asking the 
Council to recommend the Legislature to 
pass the Salomon bill introduced two years 
ago, which is now before the General As- 
sembly.

Hale Is Out of It. 

Hale has been forced to abandon the race. 
The strain of the New York race, together 
with insufficient training previous to this 
race, made it impossible for him to continue. 
He rode a 105 geared wheel and was pushed 


hard by his competitors in the race on Mon- 


day. He became violently iil with nausea 
and cramps early on Monday, and since that 
time has been in poor condition. He left the 
track st 8 o’clock yesterday forenoon. He 
was surprised at his weakness and could not 
attribute it to any particular cause, evident- 
ly not appreciating the effects of the pre- 
vious race. He at once asked his attendants 
if his food had not been “ doped,” and this 
gave rise to all sorts of rumors regarding his 
condition. =, 

There was considerable excitement when 
he retired from the track among the con- 
testants, and some sharp taunts were made 
by his competitors, and altogether there was 
such an uproar Manager Hall called in a 

liceman to preserve quiet in order to allow 
the men so desiring to secure rest. 

Hale asserts he has been a victim of team 
work, and that jockeying in favor of several 
riders has been indulged in since the start. 
Yesterday afternoon as he stood smoking a 
cigar, watching the race, he discussed his 
withdrawal from the contest: 


Too Sick to Ride. 


I do not know what was the matter with 
me. I never had an experience similar to 
it before. While I make no assertions, the 
suddenness with which my illness came on 
Monday morning led me to wonder if any- 
thing had been put in my food. My stomach 
was in frightful condition. I was seized 
with cramps and was deathly sick. N have 
never deen so affected before. I was the

I had a long conversation with him at his 
rooms in Bury street, St. James, just as he 
was preparing to leave town for his place 
on the Thames, at Bourne End.

Mr. Lehmann did not say so, but the man-

I am certain that similar, if not great- 
er, crowds would go to New London or Phil- 
adelphia every year, and that in a short time 
the American Henley would be as popular 
as that of England.“ P 

Mr. Lehmann would like to have an En- 
glish crew go to America to race his Har- 
vardcrew. The suggestion has been made to 
him, but he fears that it cannot be done be- 
cause of the difficulty in getting the men to- 
gether after Henley. 

All the good men,“ he stated, “are up 
for Henley, and to take them across the wa- 
ter after their hard training in midsummer 
would prove disastrous. They could not be 
properly whipped into shape again, and so I 
am rather sorry to say it will be necessary 
to consider the suggestion in the light ofa 
pleasure to be realized in the future.’

SUFFRAGE A PRIVILEGE, NOT A RIGHT 


Helen Gougar Loses Her Test Case Be- 
fore the Supreme Court of 
Indiana. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 24.—[Special.)— 
Helen Gougar has received a quick knock- 
out decision handed down today, in which 
the Supreme Court annouces that suffrage 
is not a right of the American people, but 
only a privilege, enjoyed as a grant of the 
government. Judge Hackney, who wrote 
ths decision, says the court holds that suf- 
frage does not exist for the benefit of the in- 
dividual, but for the benefit of the State it- 
self. 

The court holds that the right of suffrage 
may be extended to enlarge classes with 
fewer restrictions, but the right to do so re- 
mains with the people who gave the original 
authority and not with the courts. The 
decision concluded as follows: 

“We are not prepared to say, under the 
existing conditions, considering the marked 
intellectual advancement of woman since 
the adoption of the present Constitution, 
that the elective franchise should not be 
given them.

She falls in love with her first lover after 
his wife has left him, yet restores him to 
that wife and herself goes back—or, rather, 
brings to her—her husband after he has 
been stricken with paralysis as the pre- 
dicted result of evil living. She isa good 
fellow ' in the best meaning of that doubtful 
phrase, and yet filled with the eternal wom- 
anliness. It is in her complex relations with 
the other sex that she shows, at once, to 
the greatest advantage and disadvantage. 

The few characters in the novel are drawn 
with a broad brush, serving rather as types 
than as concréte specimens of humanity. 
Indeed, it would not be going far out of the 
way to pronounce the story a well-written 
allegory wherein the n woman, her dis- 
abilities and potentialities are wrought out 
with not too much reference to detail. In 
any event, it is worth reading and cannot 
fail to interest those who disagree with it 
most strongly.

“ Hopkin’s Pond, and Other Sketches 
(Putnam), by Robert T. Morris, is an ad- 
mirable book of reminiscences of the happy, 
outdoor life of a nature-loving country boy, 
mingled with delightful and more profound 
knowledge of the habits of fish, flesh, and 
fowl learned by years of patient observation 
in later life. It concludes with some verses 
on the same topics, and these, strangely 
enough, afford an anti-climax. There ts 
hardly a line of the prose that does not teem 
with the truest poetry, but the verse is 
fairly prosaic in the least exalted sense of 
the word. By way of coincidence, one of 
these poor poems is called “ What I Found 
in the Hunting-Coat Pocket,” and is almost 
identical with Ernest McCaffey’s “ My 
Ancient Hunting-Coat in form and detail, 
though quite inferior to it in feeling and ex- 
pression. 

But the verse is the least of the book. The 
old pleasures of the healthy lad in catching 
fish, snaring game, and watching the in- 
numerable forms of life growing into perfect 
beauty about him, are brought home in 
the same endearing way that a scent of 
sweet clover will bring them of an August 
night. Then, by steps which the imagina-

Springfield, III., Feb. 24.—ISpeclal. A lot 
of employees of the State institutions who 
have not had a cent of salary for months 
and a number of@material men whose bills 
are unpaid will wait a few months more for 
the money that is due them from the State. 
The House today beat the bill authorizing 
the Governor to borrow $250,000, as pro- 
vided by the Constitution, to be used toward 
liguidating these debts. The Republicans all 
voted for the measure, as did also a few 
Democrats. It was beaten because the 
Democrats would not vote for it. They 
professed to believe that the bfi 
would give Governor power to 
mike as many borrows of $250,000 each as 
he wished, and took objection to the bill 
on that ground. So the Democratic em- 
ployés must bide their time for a few months 
until the State is in funds. There is nothing 
in the point they made against the bill. It 
is simply a quibble. 

Mr. Needies’ bill came on third reading. 

Mr. Murray (Dem.) of Clinton moved to 
postpone the further consideration of the 
bill until March 11, but the motion was 
promptly voted down. 

Mr. Craig, the leader of the Democratic 
aide, moved to recall the bill to second read- 
ing for the purpose of amendment.

IN FAVOR OF REVELL B 


COMMITTEE RECOMMENDS DRAIN- 
' AGE BOARD INVESTIGATION. 


Speaker to Name the Members to Do 
the Inquiring—Citizens from Joliet, 
Peoria, and Marseilles Present to 
Watch the Interests of the Illinois 
Valle Cole Decides to Throw 
Over All Bills Excepting the One 
Authorizing a Tax Levy. 


Springfield, III., Feb. 24.—[Special.]— 
Brother Cooley,.the hired lobbyist of the 
Chicago Drainage Commission, sits in his 
office at a table with a group of gentlemen 
frém Joliet, whom he is endeavoring to 
mystify as to the bills now pending before 
the General Assembly. There are four of 
these measures in the House, numbered 
166, 167, 168, and 169. No. 167 is the tax 
measure, and the others relate solely to 
water power and some other things. Com- 
missioners Alexander J. Jones and his 
brethren in the majority want to get under 
some sort of control of the board. 

The Joliet delegation arrived this morning 
and attended the meeting of the House Com- 
mittee on Drainage in the afternoon. It was 
composed of Col. Bennitt, Capt. Ellwood, 
anch Mayor Lagger of Joliet. Peoria was 
represented by Martin Kingman and Civil 
Engineer Harmon. Eben Ward of Mar- 
seilles was in attendance also. 

The committee met and Brother Cooley 
was buszing about just as he has been ever 
since the session opened. 

The proceedings were quite breezy, the 
point under discussion being the Revell 
resolution for the investigation of the 
drainage board and its doings. The point 
in dispute seemed to be whether the investi- 
gation .. — be made by a subcommittee 
or the Committee on Drainage and Water- 
ways or by a committee appointed by the 
Speaker. After a windy debate it was 
agreed to report the resolution with favor- 
able recommendation to the House and al- 
low the Speaker to name the committee, be- 
cause by so doing the expenses could be paid 
by the State. 

The representatives of the valley came 
here to be heard on the bills, but it was 
evident from the temper of the committee 
and the sparse attendance that nothing 
could be gained by a hearing. The matter 
was postponed for two weeks, when it will 
come up again..... 

Now -Brother- Cooley has cooked up a 
pretty nice scheme, which will put him in 
a bal light: with his employers, Drainage 
Commissioner. Jones and the others of- the 
majority. He sees that he cannot by any 
possibility get tue three bills, which relate 
to the continuance of the work and water 
rights, through the General Assembly, and 
he is getting ready to throw them over- 
board. g 

Jones and his confreres for some reason 
or other want these just as much as they 
do the fax bill, but Cooley, by indirection, 
is countenancing the proposition to let all 
the bills, other than the tax measure, go.

BILL TO PROTECT NEWSPAPER MEN. 


Mr. Ely Introduces a Measure Provid- 
ing No Reporter Shall Be Compelled 
to Disclose Sources of Information. 


Springfield, III., Feb. 24.—[Specia!.]—Rep- 
resentative Ely of Grundy County sent ina 
bill today which, if it gets upon its pins by 
passing the ordeal of committee, is likely to 
make considerable sport on the floor of the, 
House. It provides in substance that no per- 
son engaged in, connected with, or employe 
on a newspaper or journal shall be compeſſed 
to disclose in any legal proceeding or trial 
or before any committee of the Legisiature or 
elsewhere the source of any news or infor- 
mation procured or obtained by him for and 
published in the newspaper on which he is 
engaged, whether such party to such civil 
action, suit, or proceeding or not. 

Under the practice of Illinois Legislature 
in years gone by a newspaper correspondent 
is required to give up before committees of 
investigation hie sources of information on 
any particular proposition, or take chances 
of srending an indefinite period in the Sanga- 
mon County jail. 

The Ely bi, if it became a law, would 
give him quite a little liberty. He could 
write about as he pleased, so long as he 
stuck to the truth, and nobody could bring 
him to time for it except his managing ed- 
itor. If he libeled anybody he would get into 
trouble immediately. Representative Re- 
velle attention. has not vet been called to 
this measure, but David will probably oppose 
it when the time comes, and there will be 
others who will come to his assistance.

REVELL'S BILL FOR NEW DEPARTMENT 


Is Introduced at Springfield—Chicago

banking and building and loan associations, 
a forecast of which was given several days 
ago:

city, and it is feared he cannot recover. 
Representative Kincheloe, the leader of the 
Mason forces in the Senatorial fight, is also 
sick at his home. He was to have been 
married today to Miss Flora Michaels of 
Loraine, but the wedding has been post- 
poned until he recovers. 


FOR NEW SPECIAL ASSESSMENT BILL. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Dupuy 
Completes Draft of Measure to 
g Be Submitted to Council. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Dupuy has 
completed his draft of the new special as- 
sessment bil to be recommended by the 
Committee on Judiciary of the Council, for 
indorsement by that body at its meeting next 
Monday evening. The ratification of the 
measure will send it to the Assembly with 
the official sanction and support of the Mu- 
nicipality of Chicago. 

The new bill has been prepared in accord- 
ance with the suggestions contained in a 
communication from Mayor Swift to the 
Council on Jan. 4, and in line with recom- 
mendations offered at a special meeting of 
representatives of the Civic Federation, Real 
Estate Board, Bar Association, and of the 
Department of Public Works, which took 
place at the office of the Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel two weeks ago. 

Mr. Dupuy has closely followed the plan 
of the Revell bill, concerning local im- 
provements,“ which was introduced into the 
last Assembly, passed the Senate, but 
through the opposition of the contractors 
was defeated in the House. That measure 
provided, in brief, that the administrative 
control of assessments should be vested in 
a Board of Local Improvements to include 
the Commissioner of Public Works, Superin- 
tendents of Streets, of Special Assessments, 
of Sewers, and the city engineer, and that 
all ordinances should originate with this 
board. ; 

The new bill: provides substantially the 
same plan, the exceptions amounting to 
amendments as follows: 

The appointees to the Board of Local Im- 
provements shall hold office not with the 
term of the appointing Mayor but until their 
guccessors shall be appointed and qualified. 

Petitions which property-owners file must 
have attached to them copies of the con- 
tested ordinance, certified under the cor- 
porate seal, also of the cost of the improve- 
ment, but the failure to file such copies will 
not affect the jurisdiction of the court to 
proceed. If the copy of the ordinance is not 
filed in the petition, on motion of any person 
whose real estate is to be taken or assessed, 
the entire petitions may be dismissed. 

Provision is made that on the adverse 
finding of the courts with reference to the 
assessment of benefits the rolls may be again 
referred back to the Commissioners with 
power to remodel in such a way as to meet 
the objections of the courts. 

The voluntary payment of installments on 
assessments is deemed a confirmation of the 
assessment roll and releases all rights of the 
owner to enter application for judgment and 
order of sale. 

In order to further do away with the 
practice of overestimating the cost of im- 
provements and compelling property-owners 
to pay an overplus, it is provided that the 
excess shall be credited back pro rata, so 
that none will have to pay more than the 
actual cost of work. 

In the system of bidding for contracts, 
serving notices, etc., there is no change from 
the provisions of the Reve?! bill, though 
there is, of course, a wide departure from the 
systems in vogue. 


10 DEEPEN THE CHICAGO RIVER. 


Drainage Board Takes Steps to Begin 
Its Work from Harrison Street 
to the Channel, 


The Drainage Board took the initiative 
yesterday for the deepening’ of the Chicago 
River from Harrison street to the entrance 
to the channel. There are about 2,000,000 
cubic feet of earth to be taken from the 
river in the deepening of the channel from 
the government depth of ‘seventeen feet. 
The narrowing of the river south of Harri- 
son street requires its deepening beyond 
the governemnt depth to provide for the 
necessary flow of water. 

The advertisement for bids will be made 
in a few days. Five hundred thousand dol- 
lars was estimated by the board as neces- 
sary for the work at 26 cents a cubic yard. 
As the government secured dredging con- 
tracts at 10 cents the board has reason to 
believe that the same parties will take the 
work for the Sanitary District, being abie 
at the same time to make the government 
dredging to seVenteen feet and the board's 
twenty-two and twenty-four feet.

Canadian Pacific Makes a Contract 
with Carnegie for 65,000 Tons, and 
English and Other European Com- 
panies Follow Ita Example—Steel 
Mills in the United States Book gut- 


- 
ficient Business to Keep Them Busy 


for Months to Come. 


Business circles in America are interested 
in the announcement that the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway company had placed an order 
with the Carnegie company for 65,000 tons of 
steel rails. The fact was considered as of 
great importance, regardless of the amount 
involved, but at the lowest rate quoted since 
the big steel pool went to pieces this order 
involves an expenditure of $1,000,000, while 
at $20, the price now quoted in open market, 
this purchase amounts to no less than $1,- 

The gratification at this intelligence has 
been enhanced by the fact that heavy orders 
have been placed with American mills from 


Within the last week extensive orders have 
been received from several roads in England 
and other portions of Europe. That this was 
only what had been expected in many 
quarters will readily be believed when it is 
understood that at the time the price went 
down to $17 in the Pittsburg market the En- 
glish mills did not dare to follow suit, and the 
ruling price in London was $23.25, The En- 
glish manufacturers took ft for granted the 
cut in this country would soon blow over and 
the pool would soon pull itself together and 
put the price up, as high as ever. 


Will Keep Them Busy for Months. 

This supposition turns out so far to have 
been groundless. It was reported yesterday, 
it is true, the Pennsylvania Steel company 
was refusing to make any more contracts for 
steel rails at less than $20aton. But thisis 
because the company has secured orders 
enough at that price to keep its mills running 
all through the summer, while all the other 
companies have gone on taking orders on 
their own account until most of them have 
enough booked to keep them running full- 
handed for over a year to come. 

There is a special interest attaching to the 
order given by the Canadian Pacific railway 
company. This company has always sus- 
tained such a close relation to the Dominion 
government it has almost been regarded as 
A government road. One thing is certain, its 
relations to the Dominion government have 
been so intimate that two consecutive Cana- 
dian governments—those of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald in 1874 and Alexander Mackenzie in 
1870—were wrecked by it. 


Overthrows the Government. 

When the Canadian Pacific was first built 
it was with English rails, and its present 
purchase of American rails is the first it has 
ever made in this country. Its first stock of 
rails was admitted by the Dominion govern- 
ment free of duty, in order tosecurethe pur- 
chase for England, and it was the large pur- 
chases made that finally overthrew the gov- 
ernment. . 

The new government formed under Mac- 
kenzie set about building the road /tself, 
The price of steel rails had fallen to a low 
figure as the outcome of the panic of 1873. - 
Mackenzie himself, as his own Mintster of 
Public Works, made very heavy purchases 
of steel rails. They were piled up along the 
route selected for the road, from Winnipeg 
to Victoria. Instead of advancing, as Mac- 
kenzie had calculated it would, the price for 
steel rails kept constantly declining, and his 
purchases turned out to bea fatal blunder. 
In all the criticism hurled against him, how- 
ever, it was never suggested by his bitterest 
political opponents ‘that he should have 
placed his orders in the American markets 
rather than in the English. 


Recent Business Phenomenal, 


The business in rails that has sprung up 
in this country since the big pool went to 
pieces is something phenomenal. Within 
two Gays after this event the Illinois Central 
had ordered 50,000 tons and the Santa Fé 
10,000. But this was only the beginning, as 
within three days it was estimated that the 
orders had reached the astonishing amount 
of 400,000 tons. Among the earliest roads to 
place their orders, in addition to those 
named, were the Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
40,000 tons; the Missouri, Kansas, and Texas, 
10,000; St. Louis and San Francisco, 8,000 
tons; the Union Pacific, 40,000 tons; the Bur- 
Ungton and Missouri, 50,000 tons; the Texas 
Midiand, 20,000 tons; the Dallas Terminal, 
3,000 tons, and the Hammond and Western, 
1,400 tons. It has also been reported that the 
Vanderbilt lines have been heavy purchasers, 
but the amount taken by each road in the 
system has not been given out. 

Successful Competition Pleases. 

It is the fact that Ameri@an rails have suc- 
cessfully competed with European rails, 
however, that causes the greatest satisfac- 
tion. For all the earlier roads in this coun- 
try ‘were built with English rails, and it is 
only within the last thirty years the industry 
has even been known in this country. In 
fact, the importation of English and Belgian 
rails was large up to within a few years. 
But the entire production of pig iron in the 
United States, which was only 831,770 tons 
in 1865, was 9,446,308 in 1885. 

Inasmuch as all the previeus monetary 
panics in this country have exhibited a sym- 
pathy with the price of rails, this extraordi- 
nary movement is taken to foreshadow a 
general revival of business of all kinds with- 
in the near future. It is supposed to mean 
the return to employment of millions of idle 
but willing hands, and as inaugurating the 
return of general prosperity. 


INVENTORY OF INTERNATIONAL UNION 


Receivers Furlong and Bradwell File 
the Showing of the Loans and 
Property of the Society. 


An inventory giving in detail the char- 
acter and value of the assets of the Inter- 
national Building, Loan, and Investment 
Union, filed in the Circuit Court by Receivers 
James Furlong and Thomas Bradwell, Howe 
that there have been 112 loans made on real 
estate, aggregating a total of $195,470. Stock 
loans amounting to $19,158 have been made. 

The property in the name of the union 
amounts to $67,520. Master’s certificates 
aggregating $26,401 are also held by the re- 
ceivers. Further inventory shows that prop- 
erty amounting to $6,871 has been sold by the 
union under contract. 

There is also a list of loans om property now 
in possession of the union for which the re- 
celvers have no trust deeds or mortgage 
notes.
